Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Group 1 , claims 25-34 are drawn to a hierarchal memory structure having at least 
one redundant predecoder adapted to be shifted in, for at least one active predecoder of 
a plurality of active predecoders adapted to be shifted out; 

Group 2, claims 35-43 are drawn to a hierarchical memory structure having a 
synchronous controlled global element, a self-timed local element interfacing with said 
global element, and plurality of decoders wherein at least one predecoder is adapted to 
fire for current predecoding; 

Group 3, claims 44-56 are drawn to a method of providing redundancy in a 
memory structure comprising steps of ""shifting out at least one identified first 
predecoder", and "shifting in at least one second predecoder". 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.
